COMBINATIONS. ' 



Mr. Gladstone, addressing a meot- 
'injg near Hawarden, England, alluded 
at'somo length to labor combinations. 
As the remark.s of so ominent a states- 
man are entitled to great considera- 
ti^'- at the hands of , the working 
cla8ses ;'wo think selections, .^from his 
: speech worthy "of , reproduction. Mr. 
/.j^LADSTOKE said: — Combinations for 
"■•'good purposes formed amongst the 
masses of the community are in some 
degree a novelty. There are now, un- 
happily, other countries where com- 
bination of;, the masses of the people 
has. become a miserable necessity for es- 
cape from grievances and oppression. 
There are now in otlier countries, 
though happily not in our own, 
such things as widely o.^ctended secret 
societies, formed an»ng the laboring 
population of these countries, which 
represent the hostility and enmity that 
prevail between them and- the laws 
and institutions under which they live. 
That I rejoice to think is not our case; 
in our country wo liave no such thing 
as secret societies, properly so-called; 
but wo linvo among ourselves a great 
number of these forms of combinations, 
aU for some good purpose. First of all 
we have got the fi^ehdly societies or 
benefit societies, which are very noble 
societies in every way. The only tiling 
to be desired and very jealously 
watched for, in these .societies is that 
they shall be based on principles of 
such sound economical calculation as 
that Tthose things should not occur 
which liavo unfortunately hapjiened 
for want of skill- in the formation of 
these societies in certain cases — that it 
shall not happen that members who 
have paid their subscriptions in time 
of youth and maturity, and then, when 
old . age : .comes, they shall find that 
all' ;'the. ■ funds have disappeared 
through' want of calculation; Then we 
have what are called co-operative 
stores, which are very remarkable com- 
binations of the working classes, and do 
in many cases a y&st deal of good. 
I don't know whether it is neces- 
sary that they should be permanent jior- 
tions of our organizations, because I 
sometimes hope that, in proportion as 
the retail dealers of the country' come 
to understand more and more the best 
mode of carrying on tlieir business — • 
that is, . working it on ready-money 
principles instead of long credits — they 
will he able to compete advantageously 
with these co operative societies, and I 
only refer to tbem as one of the modes 
of competition. In certain parts of 
the country there are societies of the 
same kind for manufacturing products, 
and some for the carrying on of farms. 
These are difficult to work, and if they 
can succeed I think they will have 
attained a very good object, because 
they help to give to the working classes 
the ideas of capitalists. Laboring men 
by entering into societies of that kind 
get to a certain extent into the position 
of 'a capitalist, and it therefore tends 
to promote good relations between la- 
bor and capital v.'hen there are some 
persons who form a link between the 
two, and who can, in the consideration 
of the subject, bring to bear tlic knowl- 
edge of the capacity they respectively 
occupy. Then there are trades unions, 
and with regard to these we hear a 
good deal for and against them, and it 
is a curious thing that the very best 
work written on trades unions, so far as 
I know, is not the work of an English- 
man, but of a Frenchman, the Comto 
de Paris, who, if the Orleans dynasty 
had continued, would have been King 
of France at this moment, and would 
havo filled any position wiiich he might 
have been called upon to occupy with 
credit and honor. Some people thought 
that trades unions increased wages, 
and others believed that they did not. 
I don't presume to give a positive 
opinion one way or another. What I 
think is that trades unions are in the 
main institutions which seem to rep- 
resent the same honorable desire for 
self-support and indeperdence that wo 
trust to find in the friendly societies. 
What 1 would always desire in trades 
unions, and what I look at as essen- 
tial to their full support, is this — that 
those who enter into these combina- 
tions shall fully and absolutely respect 
!the liberty of tho.se who don't wish to 
enter into them. If they should 
adopt largo and liberal ])rinciples 
with regard to points that touch them 
in the exercise of their profession, on 
such questions as the employment of 
women or boys or young men, they 
shall get rid of narrow and selfish views, 
and shall adopt sound ones. It is a 
very deserving object to prevent what 
tends to draw the woman out of her 
maternal position as the head of the 
family and keeper of the house; but in 
f othpi* respects, in the case of girls and 
'singliB^ women,' it is not right to plkce 
artificial restrictions on the labor of 
such persons by various combinations 
among men. We have a kintl of com- 
bination now springing up and enor- 
mously extended in this country amoii^ 
' those people whom we call the work- 
ing,class, which have not, perhaps, had 
fuU justice done to them, because, after 
all,' those which we call the working- 
class constitute the body and substance 
of the nation, although it is n. nation 
which would be very imperfectly form- 
ed andjdevelopedr' .indeed -unless it had 
other classes besides to belong to it.

Pacific Coast Imjrovoments. 

Washington, Dec. 11. — Luttrell intro- 
duced_a bill^^appropriating §12,000 forii 
lightlioi^.:OQf,So'uth Farralone . Island, 
the construciion of which is recommend- 
ed by the report of the Lighthoiiise Board 
now in the hands of the'-Hpuse Com- 
mittee on Appropriations. 

Delegate Jacobs introduced a bill ap- 
propriating g8,000 for the site and fog 
signal on Sandy Point, Pugot Sound, and 
^jOOO foiTimprovoment of the upper Co- 
lumbia. 

IMitchell's bill for the construction of 
a harbor of rofugo quotes the report of the 
Board of Array Engineers for 1877, show- 
ing that there is not a harbor in a dis- 
tance of 700 miles northward from San 
Francisco which a vessel can • enter in 
heavy weather, and -therefore « proposes 
that an appropriation of 8600,000 bo ex- 
pended by tho War Department in the 
commencoment of a breakwater at such 
point between tho Straits of Fuca and the 
42d parallel as may, in the opinion of tlio 
Board of Engineers for tho Pacific coast, 
be most suitable.

Paius, Dee. IG. — In his speech on 
Saturday in the French Senate, the 
Foreign i\liiiistcr said: 1 am happy to 
say that, despite certain hankerings for 
doing more or less than the treaty of 
Berlin, all cabinet.s, those having some- 
thing to gain as well as those having 
something to lose by sucii divergencies, 
havo ultimately seen that the c.\ecution 
of the tronty on all sides is the only 
way of not jeopardizing the peace of 
Europe. A large number of its clauses 
are already carried out. As to 
Greece you know that the initiative 
■with which wo arc n!proaclicd 
is part of our traditional policy. To 
give satisfaction to CJreece is to remove 
the most dangerous elements of the 
Eastern Question and it is the interest 
of the Porto itself for the Treaty of 
Berlin to liave some durability. Tur- 
key must bo able to set herself solely 
to internal reforms, financial adjust- 
ment and devolopment of her numerous 
resources in Europe and Asia. This 
involves a reduction of her .'irinaueiits ; 
but as long as there are constnnt men- 
aces of revolt and disorder on the front- 
ier, in Greece or elsewhere, she can- 
cannot devote Iierself to that task. 
This is why Europe is pressing her 
accord to rectification of the Greek 
frontier. I have positive assurance of 
the co-operation of the Powers and 
everything done in favor of Greece will 
bo througlj the collective aci;ion of Eu- 
rope at the insfcinco of France. We 
will enter into no engagement, but will 
remain nnfetternl.
